Students mourn 
deaths of 4 peers 

O Memorial held for football players O Grande Prairie Composite 
says it will have grief counsellors on hand for students or parents 


Hundreds of orange helium-filled 
balloons were released silently 
into the cool autumn night in 
memoiy of four high school foot¬ 
ball players killed when a pickup 
truck slammed into their car in 
northern Alberta. 

The coach of the Grande 
Prairie Composite High School 
Warriors stood on a players’ 
bench on the football field and 
led the gathering in a prayer. 

“Be safe tonight. Be there for 
each other, moving forward,” 
Rick Gilson told the crowd on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Gilson, who’s also the school’s 
principal, then stepped off the 
bench and spoke quietly to his 
young football players who hud¬ 
dled around him. 

“We have to be courageous,” 
he told the boys. 

Then he whispered the cheer 
they would give, and they raised 
their fists into the air. 

“Three, two, one. Brothers! 
One, two, three. Warriors! Fight 


On!” they shouted. 

Grande Prairie RCMP said 
Mathew Deller, 16, Vincent 
Stover, 16, Walter Borden- 
Wilkens, 15, and Tanner Hilde¬ 
brand, 15, died early Saturday 
morning. 

Another teen, 15-year-old Zak 
Judd, was critically injured and 
is in stable condition at an 
Edmonton-area hospital, police 
said. All the teens in the car 
attended Grande Prairie Com¬ 
posite. 

A professional development 
day had already been scheduled 
for the high school today, but the 
school said it will have grief coun¬ 
sellors present for students or 
parents who wish to speak with 
them. 

Adam Fragomeni, an assistant 
coach for the Warriors and sci¬ 
ence teacher at the school, said 
the loss of the boys is over¬ 
whelming.

Cries of fear and horror 
filled the air as a 7.2-magni- 
tude earthquake struck 
eastern Turkey, killing at 
least 138 people as build¬ 
ings pancaked and crum¬ 
pled into rubble.

One of the most prominent 
fighters in the war on 
drugs is calling for the 
world to get tougher. Presi¬ 
dent of Colombia Juan 
Manuel Santos wants 
world leaders to take a 
much stronger, more co-or¬ 
dinated approach in deal¬ 
ing with trafficking 
narcotics and the use of 
hard drugs such as cocaine 
and heroin. In an exclusive 
one-on-one interview with 
Metro, Santos says legaliz¬ 
ing softer drugs, such as 
cannabis, could be a way 
forward, if done globally. 

“The world needs to dis¬ 
cuss new approaches,” San¬ 
tos says. “We are basically 
still thinking within the 
same framework as we 
have done for the last 40 
years.” 

Colombia’s war on drug 
cartels has made huge 
progress over the past 20 
years. The killing of notori¬ 
ous drug baron Pablo Esco¬ 
bar in 1993 and then the 


arrest and conviction in 
2006 of the Rodriguez Ore- 
juela brothers, founders of 
the Cali Cartel, did much 
to dismantle the powerful 
cartels — and spark the de¬ 
cline of drug-related 
violence that had plagued 
the country. Santos hopes 
that the world, too, can 
build on this success stoiy. 

Do you think legalizing softer 
drugs could be a way 
forward? 

Yes, that could be an 
answer, provided eveiyone 
does it at the same time. 

But somebody has to take 
the first steps? 

Yes, and it won’t be me. 

Why? 

Because, for Colombia, this 
is a matter of national se¬ 
curity. Drug trafficking is 
what finances the violence 
and the irregular groups in 
our countiy. 1 would be 
crucified if 1 took the first 
step. 

How is this different in other 
countries? 


In other countries (Europe 
and the U.S.), this is mainly 
a health issue and a crime 
issue. We need to look at 
all components, one of 
them being targeting the 
assets in this business. But 
we need to do so on a glob¬ 
al level. 

What do you think we’re do¬ 
ing wrong? 

We must discuss a new ap¬ 
proach, looking at all the 
components: The profit 
and the crime that follows 
drug-trafficking, the fight 
against money laundering, 
trade with arms and so on.

Osbourne’s alright 

O New documentary put together by Ozzy’s son Jack details rocker’s journey to sobriety

Jack Osbourne says he 
doesn’t woriy an 5 nnore 
about the well-being of his 
dad, heavy metal megastar 
Ozzy Osbourne. 

“Motorbikes can’t kill 
him, drugs can’t kill him,” 
he mused in a recent 
phone interview from his 
parents’ California house. 

“He’s one of these guys 
where he’s going to be, 
like, 900 years old still com¬ 
plaining about everything 
and laughing. We joke that 
he’s going to outlive me.” 

The British rocker’s as¬ 
tounding ability to endure 
decades of hard partying, 
reckless stunts and heavy 
drug and alcohol abuse is 
one of the main themes of 
God Bless Ozzy Osbourne, 
which will screen at partic¬ 
ipating Cineplex Enter¬ 
tainment theatres in 
Canada on Oct. 26 at 7 
p.m. ET. 

“There’s only a handful 
of people that have done 
what he’s done and lived to 
tell the tale,” said Os¬ 
bourne, 25, who produced 
the documentaiy. 

The film opens with 
shots of a 60-year-old, long¬ 
haired Osbourne — clad in 
all black and purple-tinted 
glasses — in his dressing 
room jumping rope, riding 
a stationaiy bike and doing 
stretches as part of his pre¬ 
concert warm-up routine. 

As we soon learn, the so- 
called Prince of Darkness is 
now more than five years 
sober — the longest stretch 
he’s spent in recovery. 

Gone are the days when 
he was so high or intoxicat¬ 
ed he’d bite the heads off 


winged creatures, trash ho¬ 
tel rooms or have legions of 
TV viewers laughing at his 
incomprehensible speech 
and hunchbacked-shuffle 
walk on The Osbournes. 

“One of the key points 
that 1 wanted to put across 
for this film is that he’s not 
this fumbling kind of stut¬ 
tering, quirky guy,” said Os¬ 
bourne, who recently 
revealed he’s expecting a 
child with his fiancee, Lisa 
Stelly. 

“He’s really quite astute 
and he’s switched on and 
he’s far from absent-mind¬ 
ed.” 

Osbourne, who’s ap¬ 
peared on various TV se¬ 
ries, said a colleague 
encouraged him to do 
the project about four 


years ago. 

When his parents gave 
the OK, he bought cameras, 
found a co-producer and 
hired director Mike Fleiss, 
who is executive producer 
of The Bachelor. 

The filmmakers also use 
archive footage to detail 
Osbourne’s life, from his 
poverty-stricken childhood 
in Birmingham, England to 
his drug-addled days with 
Black Sabbath and his time 
on The Osbournes TV reali¬ 
ty series, when his alco¬ 
holism was at its peak. 

Sabbath members say 
they used to order “cereal 
boxes” of cocaine to the 
house and Osbourne — a 
long-haired prankster who 
wore heavy, black eye liner 
and fake fangs onstage — 


would drink and do drugs 
until he passed out. His al¬ 
coholism became worse 
when his dad died and Sab¬ 
bath famously fired him. 

Osbourne, of course, 
eventually bounced back 
with a new band managed 
by his wife, Sharon. But his 
addiction issues plagued 
him, and his children — 
Louis and Jessica from his 
first marriage; and Kelly, 
Jack and Aimee from his 
marriage to Sharon — ad¬ 
mit in the doc that he was¬ 
n’t always a great father. 

After about a dozen 
times in rehab, Osbourne 
— as he explains in the 
film — finally got the moti¬ 
vation to get sober for good 
over five years ago, when 
son Jack recovered from his

addiction issues. 

“1 struggled with it be¬ 
cause 1 don’t want to take 
credit for what my dad had 
done,” said Osbourne. 

“He’s the one who got 
sober — 1 just yelled at him 
— so 1 always feel awkward 
when people go, ‘Oh, you 
helped.’ 1 go, ‘No, 1 didn’t. 1 
just had an argument and 
he kind of lifted himself 
from it.’” 

As we see in the doc, one 
of Osbourne’s biggest goals 
when he got sober was to 
get a driver’s licence — 
something his addiction is¬ 
sues prevented him from 
doing until now. 

“1 actually sat outside on 
the porch looking at his 
Ferrari Italia, which is, 1 
think, the most amusing 
thing to me about it,” said 
Osbourne. 

“He has not driven me 
yet, which is really strange, 
probably because whenev¬ 
er 1 turn up he’s like, ‘You 
drive.’

Tintin came home to Bel¬ 
gium on Saturday for the 
world premiere of Steven 
Spielberg’s The Adventures 
of Tintin: Secret of the Uni¬ 
com. 

Tintin and his creator, 
the late Merge, were the 
stars of the show. The 
movie is rolling out first 
across Europe and else¬ 
where before hitting the 
United States by the Christ¬ 
mas movie season. 

“To highjack Tintin and

whether the meal is nutri¬ 
tious enough and if she’s 
going to actually eat it. 

There are two major ap¬ 
proaches to weaning: the 
traditional spoon-fed 
method (where the parent 
is in control), and the mod¬ 
ern ‘baby-led’ weaning 
(where the baby learns to 
feed him or herself). 

“With first babies, 
moms often lack the confi¬ 
dence to combine the two 
methods,” says Dr. Rana 
Conway, author of Wean¬ 


ing Made Easy. 

There are advantages to 
both. Spoon-feeding allows 
parents to control how 
much their baby eats and 
mix new flavours in with 
favourites. Knowing that 
dinner is going to end up 
in your baby’s belly rather 
than the floor is reassuring 
for parents whose sanity 
depends on regular nap-, 
feed- and bed-times. 

Meanwhile, baby-lead 
weaning is convenient for 
parents who don’t have 


time to prepare separate 
meals and there’s no dan¬ 
ger of overfeeding (al¬ 
though it can be messier 
than spoon-feeding). 

“The advantage is that 
families can eat together 
and all have the same 
meals, so babies get used 
to eating the food you do,” 
says Conway.” 

Combining methods is 
easy, says Conway. “The 
balance between spoon¬ 
feeding and self-feeding ... 
changes over time,” she 


says. “Most babies need 
spoon-feeding to start, but 
it’s also vital to give them 
something to tiy to eat 
with their fingers. This 
means they’ll be getting 
nutrients they need, but 
they can also learn about 
real food,” Conway says. 
“After a few months, self¬ 
feeding takes off and by a 
year most babies will only 
need help with foods like 
yogurt. It’s about taking a 
balanced approach and 
seeing what works.”
